within the organization. Now that 
manufacturers have begun to put 
their own minds to the problem in- 
stead of relying wholly on outsid- 
ers; now that the excellent local or- 
ganization like yours are grappling 
with it, and the larger, national 
bodies are pushing the work, the 
hopes of getting simple, workable 
systems applicable for each industry 
are greatly increased. 

In order to have national indus- 
trail efficiency there must be con- 
certed action. In co-operation there 
is power, action and achievemnient, 
but we must not over-look the fact 
that the word co-operation itself 
fundamentally implies the separate 
effort of each unit, and I have seen 
no. better. illustrations than your 
own credit. men's association. It is 
primarily through  self-endeavor 
that we work out our salvation. 
Each conceives his own ideas, but 


we unite for mutual exchange to ac- 


quire accurate knowledge. For the 
enlightened business man, the day 
is passed when competition necessar- 
ily means antagonism. Co-operation 
and competition go hand in hand 
with business success. Too much of 
either might lead to failure, but the 
ene naturally tempers the other. 
If this rivalry were without co-oper- 
ation, if would ultimately result in 
destructive competition. The aver- 
age man of affairs of today is be- 
ginning to recognize the duty of 
educating. all users of wealth to em- 
ploy good business methods in order 
that the greatest stability and na- 
lional prosperity may be insured. 
There are today 400,000 manufac- 
turing firms in this country whose 
method of handling the same ‘indus- 
trail problems are almost as diverse 
as the number of firms. If a num- 
ber of different manufacturers or 
merchants or bankers can agree on 
a uniform system of allowing for 
depreciation or of distributing their 
overhead charges or a standard 
statement sheet, are the chances not 
immensely increased of getting a 
good one rather than if each one 
groped for one of his own? And it 
is not. merely in cost accounting that 
standardization can be applied, but in 
selling organization, factory plan- 
ning, buying methods, etc. 

I want to give you just one ex- 
ample of how it works out. A very 
few years ago a certain prominent 
industry was.on the verge. of bank- 
duptey due to cut-throat competi- 
tion. It was decided at a meeting of 
their national association that the 
eause was the vagueness with which 
each concern estimated its costs in 


Accountant the tentative 
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determining prices. A committee 
was appointed to look toward find- 
ing a uniform system of cost- ac- 
counting for the whole industry. On 
its recommendation a well known 
outside engineer was invited to look 


over the ground and report on the. 


practicability of devising uniform 
cost forms for all the members. 
After familiarizing himself with the 
details of the problem through in- 
spection of a few plants, he came to 
the conclusion that the idea was 
entirely feasible and he was auth- 
orized to go ahead. His first step 
was to visit personally every plant 
in the association. At each place he 
discussed with the Chief Auditor or 
forms he 
had drawn up, making careful note 


of all points of disagreement and of: 


the opinions of each one. In this 
way a straw vote was taken in ad- 
vance. With the aid of this criti- 
cism from an expert in each plant, 
he was able to rectify omissions and 
to reconcile all essential points of 
difference. The result was a finish- 
ed plan which was adopted with 
scarcely any debate and a system 
which was installed af once in the 
member plants and which worked. 
Today the industry is on a flourish- 
ing basis, many unexpected wastes 
have been stopped, and a splendidly 
written book has just been distrib- 
uted dealing with the application of 
the system to any concern in this in- 
dustry. I cite this example merely 
to illustrate what you already know, 
that trade and credit associations 
may be excellent avenues for such 
broad reforms. 

Another means of improvement is 
that of co-operation between whole 
industries. This is a field, so far, 
little touched in America. Where we 
have eliminated bitter competitive 
methods between individual con- 
cerns in the same line, it still goes 
on. between different industries. 
Only recently the papers have called 
attention to the conflicting interest, 
of two great industries—the pulp 
wood dealers and the newsprint in- 
terests, due to the sharp rise in pa- 


per threatening the permanency of’ 


the eheap daily newspaper. In Eu- 
rope the great industries, with the 
aid of the banks and the backing of 
the Government have succeeded in 
co-operating so as to effect econo- 
mies rather than to ruin one an- 
other. If the Government and bhusi- 
ness of fhe United States could once 
eome {o a better understanding of a 
co-operative progrem, a large part 
of business ills would be cured. ft 
is encouraging to note that the De- 


partment of Commerce at Washing- 
ton and the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion have in recent years accom- 
plished some good work, helpful to 
industries and promising for the 
future. It is interesting that these 
results have been accomplished 
when these departments were direct- 
ed by officials who were successful! 
business men at the time they. were 
selected for their du- 
Lies. 

Under the present economic con- 
ditions, in order to meet the demand 
of efficient national development and 
international progression, industry 


must be firmly linked to banking and 


the government. The manufacturer 
aims to create and the banker to 
make this creation possible; they 
Should be friends. From my ex- 
perience of many years as a manu- 
facturer, I know that some indus- 
trialists do not regard banks as their 
friends, but in many cases look upon 
them as their antagonists. Not long 
ago I was talking with a manufac- 
turer, a friend of mine, who was 
running over some of the financia! 
problems that his concern had been 
solving during the eighty years of 
its life. I could not help detecting 
a little triumph in his voice when 
he finished by saying: “In all these 
years we have never found a time 
when we were obliged to call on a 
bank for help.” The other day I 
received a letter from a manufac- 
turer in the Middle West, the active 
head of a corporation established by 
his father forty vears ago and now 
doing nearly a million dollars worth 
of business a year. He said: “As 
you probably know we have kept 
our noses to the grindstone, saved, 
scrambled and got along the best we 
could with very little assistance from 
banks, because of my father's in- 
born fear that when you go to a 
bank, you are already knocking at 
the door of the bankruptcy court.” 
The real function of the bank is to 
save, not to destroy; to help indus- 
iry and make it more productive. 
Some bankers, not infrequently look 
upon loans to the manufacturer 
with more than ordinary care, and 
sometimes. even with reluctance. 
What brings about this unnatural! 
condition? Is it the fault of the 
banker? Is it the fault of the man- 
ufacturers? I am inclined to think 
if is the fault of both, and that it 
arises from a misunderstanding of 
each other’s problems. If the banker 
does not rightly appraise a manu- 
facturer’s financial statement, he 
should be and I believe would be

glad to be convinced of his error. 
If, on the other hand, a manufac- 
turer does not realize that he is 
pushing his bank credit too far for 
his own safety, or that there 1s 
something aboul his operations or 
statements that does not appear 
sound and conservative, he also 
should be and usually. is willing to 
be shown his mistake. 

I was told a short time ago by a 
large industrialist that inva certain 
little town in the Northwest, there 
lived a banker who for thirty years 
had taken a special delight in study- 
ing the statements, watching and 
promoting the general progress of 
the business coneerns in his neigh-- 


borhood. As a result, for thirty 
years no industry in that section 


had been known to fail. 

American industry requires no 
paternalism—but fraternalism, be- 
tween the industrialist and the bank- 
er, will benefit both. The banker 
does not always realize the view- 
point which the industrialist takes 
in making out and submitting his 
statements, neither does the indus- 
trialist understand always the bank- 
er’s attitude in examining and crit- 
icising his statements. There are 
manufacturers who have believed 
that investments in real estate and 
building appearing on the statement 
sheet should be of the greatest pos- 
sible value to them. in. borrowing 
money, when as a matter of fact, if is 
often the other way, because such 
investments are not usually classed 
among liquid assets. Many a man 
has thought that he was building 
himself a monument n putting up a 
large factory building, but if has 
often been the case that he was 
building his mosoleum. I have been 
told that more concerns have failed 
on account of investing too heavily 
in expensive buildings than for any 
other one reason. I know, person- 
allv, of concerns that have liquidat- 
ed where the machinery and equip- 
ment account brought less than 25 
cents on the dollar, and the build- 
ing considerably less. The relation of 
liquid assets to investments in build- 
ings, real estate, equipment and ma- 
chinery needs to be carefully plan- 
ned in order to assure a sound bank- 
ing statement. 

A high government official is re 
ported as having heen assured 4 
short time ago by a prominent man 
in the financial world, that 70 per 
cent of all the commercial paper in 
the country was issued without be- 
ing backed by any accurate state- 
ment of affairs: that the men who 
signed the statements, or most of 
them, did not know the cost of doing 
the business they were doing. Many 
of them did not know whether they 
were doing business at a profit or 
not, and it is further reported by 
this same official, that one-half of 
the corporations in the eountry that 
report to the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion, allow nothing whatever for 
depreciation on their plants or fac- 
tories. Tf this statement is acenu- 
rate, it is a serious reflection upon 
American industry. 

As an interesting sidelight, quote 


the following statement from Mr. 
Hurley, former chairman. of the 
Federal Trade Commission: “I pre- 


diet that within five years there will 
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be very little money loaned by any 
banker in the United States to any 
merchant or manufacturer who does 
not present a statement showing ce- 
tailed information not only regard- 
ing his assets and liabilities, but 
also indicating that he is conduct- 
ing his business in an efficient man- 
ner and that he absolutely knows 
his true costs.” 

The idea of devoting our energy 
to preventing troubles rather than 
trying to remedy them, when it is 
too late, it seems to me is the key- 
note of the banker’s relation wilh 
his customers. One of our leading 


American bankers, who has the rep- . 


utation of having refused more 
loans than any other man living, 
used to urge upon business men in- 
cessantly the advantage of increas- 
ing their capital. When refusing 4 
loan the only comment he frequent- 
ly made was: “What you need 
more capital, not more credit.” 


I am sure that you see yourselves 
in much the same position as the 


banker. You, too, are extending 
credit with similar problems to 
solve, with similar difficulties to 


combat, with the same necessity for 
better understanding between the 
manufacturer who grants credit and 
the dealer who seeks credit. ‘Uhe 
problems of eosts, overhead and in- 


feligent statements, are as import- | 


ant with the jobber, the wholesaler 
and the retailer as it is with th 
manufacturer. This co-operation, 
this closer relationship, is as vital to 
you, [ am sure, as is the closer re- 


jationship between the banker and 


the industrialist. 


Part of the share of the National 
City Bank in this co-operative pro- 
gram will be carried on through the 
instrumentlity of our Industrial Ser- 
vice Department. This new depart- 
ment 18s designed primarily to bring 
about closer relations with our in- 
dustrial customers. We expect to 
visit them in their establishments. 
We expect to be at their service 
when they come to visit us. The In- 
dustrial Service Department will 


have men with banking experience © 


who have an industrial training ard 
who can talk understandingly on 
matters of common interest. In a 
broader way we hope to co-operate 
with our customers in their trade 
associations in developing the best 
industrial standards. 

May I add just a word here that 
will help us to a better understand- 
ing of the true relation of work of 
this type to loeal activities? Natur- 
ally, loyalty to home institutions is 
the first consideration. But if is not 
the whole duty. There are certain 
services which, owing to natural 
limitations, can only be rendered by 
national institutions. ‘The interna- 
tional bank with its highly special- 
ized activites should supplement the 
local bank with its general service. 


It is proper that you should avail § 


yourselves of all possible advantages 
in bettering vour business. Both the 
larger and the smaller institutions 
have their peculiar functions which 
each ean best discharge. It is with 
this spirit of co-operation that The 
National Citv Bank is reaching out 
to co-operate with bankers and in- 
dustrial customers.

It is very evidently the desire of 
the National Child Labor Committee 
fhat the cotton mills of the South 
adjust themselves to the operation 
of the Keating Child Labor Law 
with as litthe complaint as possible 
in order that the publie and, inei- 
dentally, the United States Supreme 
Court may think that it worked a 
hardship neither upon the cotton 
mills or the mill operatives. 

The question of a hardship upon 
the cottoon mill is not to be. con- 
sidered but the hardship upon the 
operatives themselves is a matter of 
vital importance and we would like 
fo obtain records of every individual 
case. 

We have already learned of wid- 
ows with large families who have 
been placed in desperate straits 


because the mills could not employ 
the children for full time and some 
of them have had to other 
lines of work where the pay was 
less and the working and living con- 
ditions worse.

Square Treatment. 


At a meeting of the cotton mills 
of the Western Distriet of North 
Garolina on Seplember 4th, David 
Clark introduced the following reso- 
lution, which was unanimously 
adopted:

There were about 80 mill mei 
present at the meeting on Septem- 
ber 4th and they all gave the pledge 
and as far as we can learn are abid- 
ing by same. 

Some mills in the Western Dis- 
trict were not represented at the 


meeting and are of course not bound 


by its action but we believe that 
most of them will follow the fair 
course which was declared by those 
who did attend. 

The funds for. testing the consti- 
tutionality of the Keating Child La- 
bor Bill were contributed by mills 
in all of the cotton manufacturing 
states of the South and if would not 
only be unfair but almost dishonest 
for mills in the Western District of 
North Carolina to take advantage of 
wineh 
placed 


them, and draw operatives from 


other districts which contributed 
towards the test case and yet do 
not receive the incidental benefit of 
Judge Boyd's decision. 

Reports have come to us in the 
past few days from mills in South 
Carolina and Eastern North Carolina 
to the effect that Western North 
Carolina are soliciting their opera- 
tives upon the ground that they can 
give full time employment to those 
members of. the family between 1414 
and 16 years of age. 

In the absence of proof we seri- 
ously doubt that such solicitation 
has been made. Ti was stated in 
Spartanburg early last week that 
the mills in Gastonia, N. C.. were 
soliciting im that section upon those 
grounds, but at that lime every mill 
in Gastonia was operating under the 
Keating Law and they had no ad- 
vantages to offer the operatives. 

We know that one mill in West- 
ern North Carolina which some time 
ako adopted an eight-hour schedule 
is distributing the .same’ circular 
which they distributed more than 
six months ago and having adopted 
a schedule more stringent than the 
Keating Law they could hardly he 
accused of trying to take advantage 
of Judge Boyd's decision. 

The mills at Draper, N. ¢... are 


also distributing cireulars by auto- 


mobile but they are the same cireu- 
lars which they have heen distrib- 
uting for the past two months and 
they do not mention Judge Boyd's 
decision. 

The mills at Draper contributed 
nothing towards testing the Keating 
Law and we understand that they 
are obeving that law. 

It is natural for a superintendent 
in another district to blame the loss 
of operatives upon solicitation from 
the Wéstern District of North Caro- 
lina because it excuses him with 
his officials and operatives who are 
leaving naturally wish to give some 
good excuse. 

Knowing these conditions we de- 
cline to be interested in rumors but 
if any mill in another district can 
produce letters or other proof that 
mills in the Western District are 
soliciting operatives at their mill we 
wil! immediately take the matter 
up with the officials of the offend- 
ing mill. 


We, of course, have no contra] 
over the mills of this district, but 
we would not hesitate to publish the 
name of any mill whose officials 
would be willing for it to :

However, séa island cot- 
ton sold yvesterday at 69 cents per 
pound, which was more than double 
the price paid for it on the same 
date last vear. This great differ- 
ence in the cotton crap this year 
does not represent a great loss to 
the farmer, however, as the farm- 
ers were prepared for the reduction 
in cotton and planted tremendous

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yields of pinders velvet beans, 
potatoes and corn and they 


have twice as many hogs fattening 


as ever hefore. 


Condition of Egyptian Cotton Crop. 


The cotten-worm attack, whith 
has proved to be of considerable se- 
verity, is now practically over, al- 
though new égg masses are still be- 
ing found in some provinces. Some 
damage has been done in several 
provinces of Lower Egypt. The at- 
tack generally in Upper Egypt was 
far more serious than had been ex- 
perienced there in recent years. The 
pink bollworm is fairly prevalent, 
but the extent of its attack can not 
as yet be fully determined. The 
rise of temperature during the sec- 
ond half of the month had a very 
beneficial effect on the cotton 
plants, which are now looking quite 
vigorous and healthy. Flowering 
and the formation of early bolls are 
satisfactory, and the crop, although 
still somewhat hackward, especially 
in the northern part of Lower 
Egypt, has made considerable prog- 
ress since last month. A noticeable 
feature is the greater development 


of fruiting branches this year com- 


pared to last, especially with re- 
speet to the lower ones. Plants, al- 
though in many places smaller than 
normal, seem to contain a good pro- 
fusion of flowers and bolls, espe- 
cially in Middle Egypt. In the basin 
areas of Upper Egypt the crop ap- 
proaching maturity and picking has 
actually commenced in a few early 
sown fields—Commerce Report.

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New York—vThere was nothing 
especially sensational or novel im 
regard to the developments of last 


weeks’ cotton goods markets. ‘There 


is beginning to be evident, however, 
some relief in the cotton and cot- 
ton material situation. 

The general decline that has been 
in force for some time is generally 
felt to be all but spent. Raw cot- 
fon, aceording to the “prevailing 
opinion of the trade, seems to have 
reached its true level with the re- 
sult that it will not go much lower. 

All lines which have been de- 
pendent upon cotton for their raw 
material have been unsettled for 
some time back, by the fluctuations 
in cotton. 

naturally, came to the 
conelusion that if softer prices were 
on the way there was no real rea- 
son why they shoul buy supplies 
at prices which would later be re- 
dueed. A dull market followed as 
a result. It seems evident there- 
fore. that the market will be more 
active in the near future since raw 
eotton is showing some signs of 
having. reached its: level. 

In regard to the export trade 
there is little change in the effee! 
af the embargo on goods to certain 
neutral countries, The lack. of 
shipping facilities, regardless of the 
embargo, is the real serious factor 
just at present. The financial situ- 
ation. likewise, plays its part in re- 
stricting export trade. ‘So despite 
reported that 
Seandinavian countries are still in 
the market for cotton goods. Large 
quantities of a general line are be- 
ing taken when shipments cannot 
be made now fhe goodg are’ taken 
for shipment when possible. } 

Mexico was the © leading 
during the week. Cuba was also a 


large buyer, while the West Indies . 


are not taking supplies in. very 
large quantities, yet is about all 
that could be expected under the 
circumstances. 

The Far Bast remains unchanged. 
It is true that India is taking some 
cotton piece goods, but outside of 
this the demand seems to be ex- 
ceedingly small. China is still inac- 
tive, while some prophesy that 
business will inerease from _ this 
quarter in the near future because 
eurrent prices have been paid, yet 
every week the competition of Ja- 
pan becomes more apparent and the 
trade on this side is beginning tv 
feel there is no immediate future 
for American goods in. the Far 
Fast. 

An inerease in the volume of 
business to South American mar- 
kets was reported during the week. 
While these orders were not indi- 
vidually large, yet the total in the 
aggregate made up a very satisfac- 
tory quantity. Argentina was the 
most satisfactory buyer in. that 
quarter. It is hoped that much of 
this trade will continue after the 
war.

Most-of 
the inquiries were for carded and 
combed yarns, but even these were 
not general and = sales of 26,000 
pounds or more were few in num- 
her. Goarse yarns for government 
| work were as usual the largest sales 
on the market. 


Inquiries for combed yarns were 
in spots. Buyers as a rule are not 
inclined to place orders for any 
large quantities of either single or 
ply combed yarns at the very low- 
est prices reported, as they consid- 
er them far too high im propor- 
tion with earded yarn prices. The 
demand ‘for combed peeler mercer- 
ized is also reported fo be verv 
light. Some salesmen said they had 
4 few inquiries but no sales fol- 
lowed when prices were quoted. 


Inquiries for carded yarn on 
cones were, likewise, spotty. Al- 


(hough there were inquiries from 
| different. sections, there was not a 
creat many from any one district. 
Reports from users of carded 
yarns on e¢ones do not indicate that 
they are in any immediate need of 
varns in anv larger quantities. 
| Shortage of needles has restricted 
consumption to a certain extent m 
} fhe hosiery and underwear frade. 
There was also considerabel dull- 
ness in ¢arded weaving varn—that 
fis, so far as civilian business was 
concerned, Many manufacturers 
who were contemplating on duck 
contracts for the government were 
informed that the government 
would place no further contracts 
for duck as it now has all if needs. 
The withdrawal of the govern- 
Fment from the duck markel means 
ithat coarse varns are going to drop. 
Reports in cireulation in - this 
were that unless there is a 
pdecided improvement in the demand 
for goods made from the yarn 
prices will eo lower.
